General H. 
F. Hodges, Commanding, 
Carnp Devens, Ayer, Mass.: 
Dear Sir—On Saturday last over 2700 
soldiers from Camp Devens visited the 
city of Lowell and remained until late 
at 'night. Saturday Is Lowell's greatest 
business and shopping day and as-a re- 
sult the streets were crowded with sol- 
diers and civilians throughout the day 
and evening. 
In order to protect the soldiers from 


the social eveil and to carry out the 
government's command, that no liquor 
shall be sold to them, 1 have appointed 
d special squad 'of police olticers, under 
competent 
direction, 
which has done 
very effective work thus far, malting a 
particular effort to apprehend civilians 
who procure liquor for uniformed men, 
which at the present time appears to 
be the primary cause o£ the drunken- 
ness among the soldiers. At 
todays 
meeting of the municipal council, the 
city solicitor was instructed'to draft a 
city ordinance, in the absence of statute 
law to cover the situation, malting it a 
misdemeanor to procure for or to give

Almost daily, 
incidents are found 


to emphasize tho need of a change in 
the city charter that will provide a 
larger body to protect the city's in- 
terests. 
At .present the 
governing 


body consists of five 
members with 


practically equal powers, one of them 
being designated mayor and for this 
function being paid J500 more than 
the others. 
As matters go in such 


bodies there will he a majority and a 
'minority. 
The majority consists of 


i three members and the minority of 
two. It is plain, therefore, that this 
Email majority can rule tho city as 
they please. If they are capable men 
and devoted to the city's interests, 
they may render good service; but If 
they are continually 
sacrificing the 


city's interests, 
as may 
sometimes 


' happen, to build up their respective 


political 
machines, 
then 
they 
are 


iworse than useless. 


To make this state of affairs im- 


possible it will be necessary to amend 
the charter so as to provide for a 
single board with 
larger 
member- 


ship. It would be well to have a rep- 
resentative from each ward with, say 
six members elected at large. Thai 
would give a membership of fifteen 
which would be none too large. 
The 


city of Cambridge elects one member 
from each of its eleven wards 
and 


four at large. 
This council has the 


advantage of being so large that the 
body 
that sets 
out 
to 
corrupt 


11 will have 
to 
deal 
with more 


than three men. 
Moreover, i£ at any 


time a small number of unscrupulous 
men should become members, 
they 


would find some, difficulty in sway- 
Ing a majority of the council. Then 
too, It would be more

As to the matter 
of salary, each .member would serve 
acceptably for $500 per annum, leaving 
the., salary of the mayor at $3,000 as 
at present. If the fourteen remaining 
members received $uOO each the total 
would ha $7,000 which, added to the 
mayor's salary, would make a total 
of $10,000 or $3,000 less than the total 
amount paid to the five commission- 
ers under the present charier. 


Such a body would not require to 


meet oftencr than onco a week. The 
responsibility. would then ho shifted 
to the mayor and the heads of de- 
partments, 
an 
arrangement 
that 


would work much better than that 
now in force. 


It is high time some plan of this 


kind were adopted. 
The citizens are 


tired of the present system, chiefly 
because they cannot always elect rep- 
resentative men

law increasing the rate of pension for 
a widow of an oflicer or enlisted man 
ot the army, navy or marine corps of 
the United States who served In the 
Civil war, the war with Spain or the 
Philippine insurrection to J25 a month. 
This does not include widows of 
men 


In tho regular army, navy 
or 
marine 
corps who did not servo in the wars 
specified. 
It does not include, he said, 


tho widows of men in the War o£ 1S12, 
the war with Mexico, the Indian wars, 
or army nurses, because they are not 
named in the amendment. 
Applications are not required 
from 


those, entitled to the increase, Commis- 
sioner l-'lynn said, and prompt action 
will bo taken In the pension olllco to 
make payment ot tho increased amount 
Mr Flynn wanted to make it plain to 
war widows who will bo benefited that 
they need not consult pension attorneys 
or similar advisors. 
Their names are 


on tho pension rolls and they will re- 
ceive the increase with their next quar- 
terly payment.

ble to receive the $25 a month from Oct 
G 1017 the date when the amended law 
was passed.

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CHANGE IN CHARTER NEEDED 


Almost daily, 
incidents are found 


to emphasize the need of a change in 
the city charter that will provide a 
larger body to protect the city's in- 
terests. 
At present the 
governing 


body consists of five 
members with 


practically equal powers, one of them 
being designated mayor and for this 
function being paid $500 more than 
the others. 
As matters go in such 


bodies.there will be a majority and a 
minority. 
The majority 
consists of 


three members and the minority o:' 
two. 
It is plain, therefore, that this 


small majority can rule tho city as 
they please. If they are capable men 
and devoted to the city's Interests, 
they may render good servico; but If 
they are continually 
sacrificing the 


city's interests, 
as may 
sometimes 


happen, to build up their respective 
political 
machines, 
then 
they 
are 


worse than useless. 


To make this state of affairs im- 


possible it will be necessary to amend 
the charter so 
as to provide for a. 


single board with 
larger 
member- 


ship. It would he well to have a. rep- 
resentative from each ward with, say 
six members elected at large. 
That 


would give a membership of iifteen 
which would be none too large. The 
city of Cambridge elects one member 
from each of its eleven wards 
and 


four at large. 
This council has the 


advantage of being so 'large, that the 
body 
that 
sets 
out 
to 
corrupt 


it 
will have to 
deal 
with 
more 


than three men. 
Moreover, if at nny 


time a small number of unscrupulous 
men should become members, 
they 


would 
Hnd some difficulty in sway- 


Ing a majority of the council. Then 
too, 
it would he more 
difficult than 


at present for any member to mani- 
pulate the city's 
business so as 
to 


serve 
his political Interests 
rather 


than the interests of the city. 


In the application of the present 


charter it must be admitted that the 
great defect is the small membership 
which offers many 
opportunities to 


any member who wants to entrench 
himself in office. This would be over- 
come by increasing the number of 
members to fifteen. As to the matter 
of salary, each member would servo 
acceptably for 5508 per annum, leaving 
the salary of-the mayor at $3,000 as 
at present. If the fourteen remaining 
members received $500 each the total 
would be $7,000 which, added to the 
mayor's salary, would make a total 
of $10,000 or ?.1,000 lens than the total 
amount paid to the five commission- 
ers under the present charter. 


Such a body would not require to 


meet oftener than once a week. The 
responsibility 
would then be shifted 


to the mayor and the heads of de- 
partments, 
an 
arrangement 
that 


would work much better than that 
now in force. 


It is high time some plan of this 


kind were adopted. 
The citizens are 


tired of the present system, chiefly 
because they cannot always elect rep- 
resentative men 
and because 
when 


men of the other stamp get into of- 
fice it Is almost Impossible to dis- 
lodge them.
